The air was full of 
them and they fell everywhere—into 
the net, on the necks of the firemen, 
and fifteen of them on the hard stone 
slabs. . 

When the awful rain ceased there’ 
were eight dead in the street, and the 
gutters ran red.

His injories consisied chiefly of con- 
cus*ion of the brain and a fractured 


shoulder. He was unconscious when 
taken to the hospital and died in that 
condition. Col. Wagmose was Demo- 


cratic national committeeman of Mis- 
souri and was chairman of the Finance 
Committee of the National Democratic 
organization. He had been active in 
politics for many years and was an in- 
timate personal and political friend of 
William Jennings Bryar. 

Wetmore made a large fortune as 
one of the principal owners of the Lig- 
gett and Myers Tobacco Company, 
which was bought up by the tobacco 
trust about ten years ago. He op- 
poned the sale of the factory to trust 
and for vreveral years the trust waged 
a vi us war upon his capital. Final- 
by, toe ther owners of the company 
decid o sell out to the trust and the 
sale was made over the protest of Wet- 
more. After the Liggett and Myers 
plant was sold to the trust, Wetmore 
and some of his friends started an in- 
dependent plant. This was operated 
successfully for twelve months, when 
Col. Wetmore's health failed. 

Wetmore then retired from active 
business and lived for a time at the 
Planters Hotel. He owned a great 
hunting preserve in Tancy county, Mo., 
and every fall he invited an a 
other Democratic officials to join him 
in deer hunts.

Yesterday Cecil De Armofd, her eld- 
est boy, shot and killed 16-year-old 
Florence Price, a playmate. 

This tragedy, though accidental, fol- 
lowing on the heels of the other, has 
stirred Monrovia to its center. When 
Mrs. De Armond took the law into her 
own hands and killed the woman she 
believed was taking her husband from 
her, the sympathies of the town were 
all with her. 

Today tears are in the eyes of every 
one who knew and loved Florence. 
is the judgment of God, they whisper. 
The Rible says, “Thou shalt not kill.” 
This thought is in the mind of Mrs. De 
Armond as she sits and weeps in the 
little room which she calls home./ It 
is in the minds of the parents of Flor- 
ence, who shed scalding tears of grief 
for the winsome daughter whose life 
was opening so promisingly.

Postmaster-General Hitchcock has 
signed an order appointing Inspector 
Rush D. Simmons to the position of in- 
spector in charge of the St. Paul in- 
spection division in place of Martin C.

George Riddle Expires Suddenly of 
Apoplexy on Besten Common.

Population of Tak 

The population of Texas has not yet 
been announced, but it promises to be a 
curiosity when’ it comes. That State 
has as yet no single dominating city, 
but it has a great many vigorous grow- 
ing small cities, and their rate of ad- 
vance is suggestive of an extraordinary 
increase for the State as a whole. El 
Paso, in the extreme west of Texas, 
is the latest city of that State to be 
announced, and its increase in 
decade is from 15,906 to A or 149.9 
per cent. Houston's gain, in the same 
State, is 76.3 per cent.; San Antonio, 
$1.2 per cent.; Dallas, 116 per cent. and 
Fort Worth, 174. 7 per cent. There ‘is no 
claim in Texas that the country dis- 
tricts have been robbed to fill up the 
towns, and the expectation is that

Fast upon the Good Showing 
Made by the Bohemian the Azores 
Again Experiences Water Trouble. 
Million Barrel Reservoir at San 
Luis Obispo Brea!:s. 


{Special Correspondence of The Times.! 
COALINGA, Nov. 25:—Those inter- 


be disappointed to learn that the water 
has again broken into the well and it 
will have to be cemented again. There 
been considerable excitement 
among the stockholders on account of 
the showing made by the Bohemian, 
and drilling was resumed soon after 
the strike of the latter company. The 
—7 2 is only about a half mile south 
the Bohemian and was already into 
the same sand encountered by the lat- 
ter. The well was cemented off some 
time ago and the water broke in. The 
casing was successfully loosened and 
another job of cementing was done. It 
was believed that this was a success, 
and they started drilling through the 
cement Monday. Yesterday it was dis- 
covered that the water had broken in 
again. It will occasion a delay of some 
time, but Manager Robertson believes 
he will have no trouble in loosening the 
casing and will come back and cement 
higher up in the hole. The Azores peo- 
ple have worked hard and faced all 
kinds of difficulties, and everyone hopes 
to see them bring in a large well of the 


light oil. 

A special dispatch from San Luis 
Obispo this morning states that one 
of the big million barrel concrete res- 
ervoirs broke at nine o'clock last 

t, and let out about half of the 
oll, but that between fifty and seven- 
ty-five per cent of it can be saved. 
The reservoir was but recently com- 
pleted, and was completely filled with 
oll run from the San Joaquin Valley 
fields. Last night one of the sides 
gave way, and the oi! flowed out and 
onto the ground. About three hun- 
-Gred feet of the aide of the reservoir 
was away with the pressure 
of the black fluid. When these res- 
ervoirs were built an emergency levee 
of earth was bulit around them so 
that in just such occasions, or in case 
of fire, the oil from one reservoir 
could not get to the others. In this 
case these emergency levies held and 
will be the means of saving a large 
portion of the oil. 

These reservoirs are huge affairs 
and the building of them was sup- 
posed to do away with a large amount 
of tank work, besides being a great 
deal cheaper. They hold almost 
twenty times the amount of oil which 
can stored in the 55,000 barrel 
tanks seen in this field, and this is 
the first trouble occuring in the stor- 
age. It is believed that the big res- 
ervoir will be repaired and strength- 


ened.

VALLECITOS DISTRICT. 
LOOKS GOOD FOR OIL. 

The Vallecitos district is destined 
to soon become one of the biggest oll 
fields in the State, according to the 
statements of Ralph Arnold, and 
geologists who have examined it. It is 
of less area than the Coalinga field, 
but the experts assert that within its 
certain defined bounds the drill will 
strike plenty of oil wherever put down. 

One advantage of the field is that, 
compared with some sections, it is not 
deep ground, the pay streak having 
been determined to lie at a depth rang- 
ing from 1600 to 2000 feet. Anether 
point in its favor is that it lies only 
sixty miles from the deep water har- 
bor of Monterey Bay. The field has an 
altitude of 1700 feet, and a lift of only 
500 feet will take the oil to the top of 
the Coast range, from which a gravity 
pipeline will easily carry it to the sea. 
| Several of the larger companies in the 
district are already considering the 
matter of geting together and building 
this pipe line just as soon as the pro- 
duction will warrant beginning the 
work. 

The largest company in the field thus 
far is the Vallecitos Development Com- 
pany which has a holding of 3000 acres, 
and will spud in its first well in a few 
days. Next to it is the Range 16 Oil 
Company, which is already down sev- 
eral hundred feet tn its first well, and 
making fine progress. The Union Ol! 
Company has several capped wells in 
the no end of the field, having struck 
oll there several years ago, and then 
turned its energies eisewhere. The 
New Bedford passed t ugh 100 feet 
of highly saturated sand several 
months ago at a depth of 1400 feet, 
and in trying for the second sand lost 
its tools. The damage has now been 
repaired and drilling resumed. The

“Then came the announcement that 
Bell and Tainter had invented a prac- 
tical machine that could actually talk. 
Moreover, their records could be re- 
moved, repeatedly used, kept indef- 


press. They had worked for five years in 
Graham Bell's laboratory. When I first 
saw the machine they were unwilling 
fo make their invention known until 
it had been further developed. My idea 
was to strike while the iron was hot, 
a view they accepted with some reluc- 
tance. 
“We rented a back room on a side 
street in Washington and began busi- 
ness. Our first factory employed = six 
men and its capacity was three ma- 
chines a day. Now we are manufac- 
turing two machines a minute. In a 
little while ve moved to a better 
building, where the rent was $300 a 
month. It was a risky undertaking, 
we thought. However, by that time 
we could reproduce simple songs, 
banjo playing, and band music, and 
had slot machines that would sing or 
talk for a nickel. We assumed the 
financial obligation of $300 a month 
with fear and trembling. The slot 
machines, much to our surprise, paid 
the first mönth's rent in three days

at almost regular intervals into the 
arguments. : 

In his new book, “Bacon is Shakes- 
peare, Sir Edwin Durning-Lawrence 
proves no exception. He lambastes 
right and left, indulges in sarcasm, and 
displays in general a great deal of 
Baconian temperament. His negative 
arguments, however, are for the most 
part assumed. He demonstrates that 
there is no documentary evidence to 
uphold Shakespeare as the author of 
the plays, but on the other hand, his 
attributing them to Bacon is derived 
from purely inferential evidence. De- 
spite all his data, his. material really 
simmers down to the proposition: Ba- 
con wrote the plays, for if he didn't, 
who did? 

To say that Bacon was the only man 
of his day who was mentally equipped 
for such stupendous work, is a curious 
aspect of logic, for if we apply this 
principle to the equally great scholars 
who preceded and followed Bacon, we 


This, 
can see at once, is an absurdity. 

One of the principal arguments of 
the Baconians is that if Shakespeare 
was the true author of the plays, his 
contemporaries would have recognized 
the fact that he was a great man, would 
have sought him out and left records 
of his actions.

ORANGES DISPLACE WHEAT. 


Big Grain Fields Are Being Rapidly 
Cut Up into Smaller Tracts 

* for Citrus Trees. 

Special Correspondence of The Times.) 

DUCOR, Nov. 26.—Ducor lays claim, 
and with justice to being the largest 
primary shipping point for wheat in the 
San Joaquin Vglidy, or at least with 
the exception one point on the river 
near Stockton. 

During the wheat season, which has 
just closed there was shipped from 
Ducor 50,000 sacks, as against 32,000 
sacks for last year and as against 35,000 
sacks from Lois, 30,000 from Terra Bel- 
la and 12,000 from Orris. 

From this time on, however. the 
wheat shipments will steadily. diminish 
and their place will be taken with an 
ever increasing carage of oranges, 

Within the next three years prac- 
tically all of the former foothill wheat 
ranches are to be divided into twenty 
acre orchard tracts. In fact a number 
of. the larger ranches have already 
been sold for orchard planting, but 
during the past two years, owing to 
the comparative high price of trees, 
only a small amount of development 
work has been done.

EXETER, Nov. 2%.—Shipping of 
oranges for the past six days, on ad- 
vance orders for the Christmas holiday 
season, are the heaviest in the history 
of the Porterville ahetrict During that 
period 120 cars of fruit have been sent 
out, almost all of which have gone to 
the market of the Eastern Coast. Bulk 
of the picking is over now and with- 
in another ten days the orchards will 


be skinned, making the season of 1910 


the earliest one to close in the history 
of the Exeter district. 
Fruit has been of especial quality this 
year, strong in color and excellent in 
r carrying properties and flavor 
and in spite of the heaviest shipping 
thus far for a single season, there has 
been reported but one consignment 
prices

In view of the quality the prices this 
season 
probably will rule in the neighborhood 
of $2.25 net for all
